‘*Ecotactics -- 15 ways you can 
Depollute the earth,’’ and ‘‘Pes- 
ticides in Town, Home and Gar- 
den,’’ information on the ‘‘deadly 
nine’’ chlorinated hydrocarbons 
still sold in the market, and pesti- 
cide do’s and don’ts for the home- 
owner, courtesy of Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. 

A petition to local hardware and 
supermarkets urges them to im- 
mediately stop selling pesticides 
containing the ‘‘Deadly Nine’’ 
chlorinated hydrocarbons -- DDT, 
DDIXTDE), Aldrin, Dieldrin, En- 
drin, Toxaphene, Heptachlor, 
Chlordane, BHC (Lindane). The 
petitions states that ‘‘These chem- 
icals have been shown to be per- 
sistent, damaging to wildlife, and 
carcinogenic. The petition also 
urges an end to sales of 2, 4D and 
2, 45T herbicides, as now being 
slowly restricted by the federal 
government because of causing 
birth defects. , 

‘““We believe’, the petition 
states, ‘‘that the elimination of 
these pesticides will constitute 
an important step in the fight to 
improve the quality of our environ- 
ment.’’ 

Petitions were available to state 
and federal government urging the 
application of gasoline taxes to 
mass transportation needs, in- 
stead of just to build more free- 
ways, and to give cities and towns 
more control over future trans- 
portation planning. 

Other petitions urged passing 
of an Environmental Bill of Fights, 
the Packwood Bill, environmental 
education in public schools, to ed- 
ucate citizens to the ‘‘damage 
we are causing our environment.”’ 

Students gave out fact sheets on 
water and air pollution, and fact 
sheets and petitions on population 
control. 

Another fact sheet lists the 
phosphate levels of detergents on 
the market, as determined by L.im- 
netics Inc. of Milwaukee and Pollu- 
tion Probe, of the University of 
Toronto. High phosphate level 
detergents are judged bad for 
rivers since they encourage the 
intense algae growth which robs 
the water of oxygen, kills fish, 
and eventually ‘‘kills’? the river.

Easy To 
Identify 


Householders will not have any 
difficulty in identifying enumera- 
tors for the 1970 Census of Popu- 
lation and Housing, District Mana- 
ger, Henry A. Higgott of the An- 
dover District Office pointed out 
today. 

Enumerators, or census takers 
(most of whom are women), are 
making their rounds in this area 
calling at homes from which no 
census forms were mailed back and 
at homes from which incomplete 
forms were returned, 

Each census taker will wear a 
red, white, and blue identification 
card. This eard bears the seal 
of the Department of Commerce, 
and the words ‘‘Census Enumera- 
tor, Official Credential” are 
printed across its face. It bears 
the census taker’s signature and 
certifies that she is authorized 
to perform the duties of a census 
enumerator and has sworn to keep 
confidential all census information 
you provide. 

Persons purporting to be census 
takers who do not have this iden- 
tification card should be reported 
immediately to the local police 
or to one of the district offices. 

Census takers will be further 
identified by the portfolio contain- 
ing their supplies. The portfolio 
is blue and bears the legend, 
«©1970 Census.”? In the portfolio 
the census taker carries her sup- 
plies of report forms, maps, pen- 
cils, and other tools necessary for 
her work.

The men and women volunteers 
are from Essex and Middlesex 
Counties.

Rate Highly In State Study 


municipality in the state. ‘Ihe 
study is based on data compiled 
by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. 


In the important category of 


Average Length of Stay in the 
hospital, the Merrimack Valley 
hospitals lead the other regions 
with an average of 7.5 days, com- 
pared to 8.8 for the Connecticut 
Valley Health Planning Council 
(Springfield), 8.3 for the Compre- 
hensive Health Planning Council 
of Central Massachusetts (Wor- 
cester), 7.9 for Region VII Health 
Planning Council (Southeastern 
Massachusetts), 8.4 for the North 
Shore Health Planning Council, 
and 9.3 for Health Planning for 
Greater Boston. The 7.5 figure 
means that patients in the Mer- 
rimack Valley area spent an aver- 
age of seven and one half days 
in the hospitals per admission. 
The statewide average was 8.7 
meaning that.on a statewide basis, 
patients spent 1.2 more days inthe 
hospitals than did Merrimack Val- 
ley residents. This is important 
in terms of costs to patients. 
At a time when a day in the 
hospital costs approximately $75. 
it indicates that people of this 
area spent almost $150 less per 
admission than patients in Greater 
Boston, for example.

Dormitory Cluster System 


Phillips Academy will establish 
a cluster system of dormitories 
beginning with the fall term as 
part of a continuing program to 
give students more participation 
in the school community beyond 
classrooms, 

In announcing the program, John 
M. Kemper, headmaster, said that 
as a result of faculty decisions 
based on studies by a special 
steering committee thedorm- 
itories will be grouped into six 
separate clusters. Each will have 
~a chairman who will work in co- 
operation with individual house 
masters. 

Mr. Kemper said that the chair- 
man would serve as @ personal 
representative of the administra- 
tion and faculty to whom a stu- 
dent could turn for individual re- 
lationships and communication. 

The system was begun three 
years ago with a single cluster 
for seniors. This was designed 


to free seniors from many ad-° 


ministrative controls and allow 
them to develop a sense of matur- 
ity in the transitional years before 
college. 

In the last three years, ex- 
perimentations with various 
groupings of classes led to the 
faculty decision to extend the sys- 
tem to the entire student body of 
more than 850. The system em- 
bodies many of the concepts of 
house plans at some colleges in 
the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, modified to secondary school 
considerations. 

Phillips Academy, Andover, 
founded in 1778, historically has 
divided classes from the ninth

grade through the twelfth into jun- 
iors, lower middlers, upper mid- 
dlers and seniors. 

Juniors, or freshmen, will be 
centered in one cluster of several 
dormitories, with specially as- 
signed seniors acting as proctors 
or counsellors at a ratio of about 
one to 10. There are about 130 
juniors. 

Four clusters will be set aside 
for a mixture of the three upper 
classes. Another 120 seniors, 
representing about half of the 
class, will occupy a single cluster. 

Although some of the 
dormitories within an administra- 
tive cluster may be some distance 
apart from one another, arrange- 
ments will be made for common 
rooms where students and faculty 
may mingle and talk over mutual 
interests. 

Each cluster will have a measure 
of autonomy in determining its own 
regulations and activities, accord- 
ing to Simeon Hyde, Jr., dean 
of the faculty. 


‘*This will involve some de- 
centralization of administrative 
responsibility.” said Mr. Hyde, 
“but it also will develop a neigh- 
borhood atmosphere in which the 
individual student will gradually 
develop responsible relationships 
with his fellow students and adults 
in the cluster. 

‘‘Without losing a sense of his 
kinship with the broader Phillips 
community, the student will come 
to feel he is an integral part of 
his own cluster, and this will be 
fostered by programs of intra- 
mural activities,’’ Mr. Hyde said.

New Englanders a total solar 
eclipse and the sight of three 
comets which were visible to the 
naked eye. Yet to be seen -- with 
the aid of a telescope -- is the 
passage of Mercury over the face 
of the sun on May 9.)° 

Rising to a peak of intensity 
and frequency about every eleven 
years, the Aurora will enter a di- 
minishing phase after this year’s 
displays. Although the best view 
of the Lights in the Western Hem- 
isphere is to be had in Alaska and 
Canada, New Englanders still have 
excellent seats for the show, the 
Museum states. 

As viewers have to be relatively 
close to the earth’s magnetic poles 
to see the Aurora, the best view 
in the Southern Hemisphere is from 
Antarctica. 

An increase in sunspot activity 
in recent years is cited as the 
reason for the heightened colors 
and patterns. What causes the 
accelerated solar activity, how- 
ever, remains a mystery. There- 
fore, exact dates of its occur- 
rence are impossible to predict. 
dict. 

Sunspots are cooler areas on 
the sun’s surface, which some 
scientists believe may be ‘‘safety 
valves’’ for releasing pressures 
from within the sun. Although 
called ‘‘spots,’’ each actually 
is large enough to swallow several 
earths. The sun with its 864,000

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mile diameter is more than 100 
times the earth’s diameter. 

In the vicinity of each sunspot, 
eruptions called ‘‘solar flares’’ 
send streams of electrically 
charged particles into space. If 
it happens that the earth is in a 
position to intercept the particles, 
they are then channeled into the 
earth’s magnetic field. 

Once in the magnetic field of 
the earth, they enter the VanAllen 
Radiation Belt, which hovers 
around the earth like an invisible 
tire. At the polar regions, some 
of the particles escape their en- 
trapment in the Belt and are pro- 
pelled into the earth’s upper at- 
mostphere. There they collide 
violently with gases, creating in 
the process emissions of light 
-- nature’s ‘‘neon sign.’’ 

Thus is formed the Aurora Bor- 
ealis, with red and green pre- 
dominating due to the particles 
colliding mainly with oxygen and 
nitrogen respectively.

Scholarship 


An advertisement in the 
TOWNSMAN really pays off, as 
some lucky student will find out 
in the not too distant future.
